Like a European fendal lord, John D. Rockefeller Jr. has come 
into a great estate by right of inheritance, In Colorado he has been 
given control of large coal fields, Which were pilfered from thie public 
domain, and with them a power that is absolute over thousands of 
ext pag women dependent upon him forthe opportunity to work 

ve, 

Unlike the feudal lord, Rockefeller has rendered no service in 
return for the privileges which he enjoys. He has been a leech. “He 
confesses that he has had no concern in the welfare of those whose 
labor he has exploited. He has taken the fruits of their.toil.and when 
they have shown discontent with their lot he has stood idly: by, while 
they ‘have been shot down, evicted or starved into submission. 

The elder Rockefeller served a certain function. He organized 
the oil industry. He did it brutally. He crushed his competitors. 
He showed none of the weaknesses which are so fatal to those who 
conquer. His work has been done. His son might humanizerythe 
exploiting of labor under his hereditary rule, but even that he hag 
1 ‘failed to do.
